KANSAS CITY, Mo.—A pro- 
posed licensing code to cover 
warm air heating contractors 
and journeymen installing fur- 
naces and air conditioners up 
to 7% tons in single and two- 
family residences is being con- 
sidered by the Kansas City 
council. 

The code is opposed by the 
Pipe Fitting and Air Condition- 
ing Council of Greater Kansas 
City, F. O. Babcock, executive 
secretary, reports. 

Writing in the first issue of 
the PFAC Council’s new publi- 
cation, “The Messenger,” Lee C. 
Traner declared that the Coun- 
cil opposes the code because it 
would permit a sheet metal 
worker to run cooling, water, 
and refrigerant lines. 

“We, as pipe fitters, see the 
proposed ordinance as an out-

BONHAM, Texas—A service 
station here has increased its 
business more than 40% by 
offering customers in-car cool- 
ing while their cars are being 
serviced.

In Grand Union Case 
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FTC Says Inducing Discriminatory Ad 
Allowance Violates Robinson-Patman Act 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— The 
Federal Trade Commission by a 
4 to 1 vote has ruled that its 
broad powers to halt unfair 
trade practices can be used to 
halt the knowing inducement 
of discriminatory advertising 
allowances, although this is not 
specifically prohibited by the 
Robinson-Patman Act. 

The ruling was made in an 
order requiring the Grand 
Union Co., a 340-store eastern 
supermarket chain, with head- 
quarters in East Paterson, 
N. J., to stop knowingly induc- 
ing disproportional advertising 
allowances from its suppliers. 

The majority opinion by Com- 
missioner Robert T. Secrest 


holds that the Commission has 
the duty to “supplement and 
bolster” the intent of the 
Robinson-Patman Act to halt 
discrimination. 

The opinion takes issue with 
Grand Union’s argument that 
Congress deliberately exempted 
from the reach of the Robinson- 
Patman Act the inducement of 
advertising allowances or serv- 
ices. 

“We think,” Commissioner 
Secrest said, “that the most 
that can be said on this point 
from the legislative history and 
from a reading of the Act it- 
self is that the practice charged 
in the complaint is not specifi- 
cally prohibited by the Act. Cer- 


tainly, it cannot be inferred 
from this fact that Congress 
countenanced a practice which 
so clearly violates the spirit of 
the statute.” 

Dissenting from the majority, 
Commissioner Edward T. Tait 
took issue with the idea that 
the Commission’s authority ‘‘is 
so broad that it can declare 
unlawful any practice which it 
believes contrary to the ‘spirit’ 
of the antitrust laws... .” 

He argued that under such a 
theory, businessmen “must first 
determine if the business prac- 
tice is legal under the Robinson- 
Patman Act. Then they must 
also determine whether the 
practice is legal under a vague 


standard, herein stated to be 
‘the spirit of the amended Act.’ 

‘T am in vigorous disagree- 
ment with an approach to the 
law which has too much sail 
and too little anchor, or too 
much supplement and too little 
bolster.”’ 

The Commission adopted an 
initial decision by Hearing 
Examiner John Lewis who last 
Sept. 30 found that Grand 
Union induced or received from 
a number of its suppliers adver- 
tising payments and other bene- 
fits which it knew or should 
have know were not being made 
available to all other competi- 
tors on proportionally equal 
terms. 

These illegal payments were 
made in connection with the 
suppliers’ advertising on a 
“combined electrical and ani- 
mated cartoon display” in Times 
Square, New York City. 

Thirty different firms, of 
which 28 were suppliers of 
Grand Union, paid $1,000 a 


month for advertising one 
minute of each 20 of the sign’s 
advertising cycle. The contract 
provided that Grand Union 
should have advance approval 
of the advertising. 

In some cases, the advertising 
supplier was given assurance 
that an in-store promotion of 
its product would be furnished 
by Grand Union; in other cases, 
the supplier received Grand 
Union’s agreement to take on 
additional items of that firm’s 
products or would handle the 
suppliers’ products on an exclu- 
sive or preferential basis. 

Grand Union, in its appeal 
from the Examiner’s decision, 
contended that Section 5 of the 
FTC Act cannot be used to ex- 
tend the scope of the Robinson- 
Patman Act to include induc- 
ing of disproportionate pay- 
ments for merchandising serv- 
ices.

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NLRB Examiner Suggests Dismissing 


Air Conditioning 


Unfair Hiring Case Against Local 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A 
trial examiner for the National 
Labor Relations Board has 
recommended dismissal of a 
complaint against a sheet metal 
workers union in Indianapolis 
that involved, among other 
things, charges relative to hiring 
and layoff procedures. 

The complaint cited Local 41, 
Sheet Metal Workers Associa- 
tion, AFL-CIO, and its business 
agents Roy Stringer and Joseph 
O'Neill. 

NLRB Trial Examiner John

F. Funke, in recommending dis- 
missal of the complaint in its 
entirety, found that the charg- 
ing party—an individual—was 
not hired by Iowa Sheet Metal 
Contractors, Inc. because he did 
not possess the skills required, 
and not because of any request 
or demand by Local 41. 


Funke also found that the hir- 
ing arrangement between Local 
41 and the Sheet Metal, Air 
Conditioning & Roofing Contrac- 
tors’ Association of Central 
Indiana, Inc. was not illegal on 
its face, since it did not require 
that only union members be 
hired or that only union mem- 
bers referred by the union be 
hired. 

Nor did the examiner find any 
violation of the National Labor 
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Relations Act in its administra- 
tion. Employes who were hired 
at the jobsite were required to 
call the union hall and notify 
the business agent of their em- 
ployment, but this was done 
only to remove their names 
from the “loafing list,” he said. 

At the same time, the trial 
examiner found no evidence that 
the “Working Rules” of Local 
41 require discrimination in 
favor of paid-up members in 
administering the layoff pro- 
cedure, as alleged. 

He also recommended dismis- 
sal of a complaint based on the 
travel expense clause in the 
Local 41-Association contract, 
which made it appear only mem- 
bers were eligible for reimburse- 
ment of travel expenses. Funke 
found no evidence “that this 
clause was ever made effective 
or that any discrimination be- 
tween members and non-mem- 
bers was practiced by the asso- 
ciation.”

PERENNIAL PROBLEM of the air 
conditioning industry is the br-r-r-r fact 
that operators of air conditioned public 
establishments too often set their thermo- 
static controls too low. 

“Thermal shock” results. 

This jinx dates back to the earliest air 
conditioned trains and movie theaters, from 
which patrons emerged with frostbite, and 
feared the incipience of pneumonia. 


Proud commercial owners of air condi- 
tioning equipment, you see, wanted every- 
body to know that they had installed it. 
Like a Cadillac on the driveway, it was a 
status symbol. Still is, as a matter of fact. 


Nowadays Arctic midwinters have moved 
into supermarkets, department stores, res- 
taurants, and clubs. Following communica- 
tion from an Eastern manufacturer (Herbert 
Laube of Remington) is typical of many 
we receive regularly. 


“Just had a letter from my married 
daughter from which I quote: 


“ ‘Tf you have occasion to speak at any 
air conditioning conventions I know of an 
excellent topic. How air conditioning manu- 
facturers are losing sales and hurting their 
product. They just recently air conditioned 
our Country Club throughout, and the indoor 
temperature is down to about 50° most of 
the time. 


“Many of the members have complained, 
and have told me that they had planned to 
completely air condition their homes, but 
changed their minds because they were 
afraid of it being like it is in most public 
places. 


“To these examples I can add a couple 
of my own: While having dinner the other 
evening at the Sky Chef Restaurant, Syra- 
cuse Airport, our guests and I nearly froze. 


“Also, while stopping in the bar of an 
Evansville hotel for a drink one hot July 
afternoon my host and I were struck by 
such a mass of frigid air that we decided 
on hot coffee instead! 


“Tt’s time you wrote one of your classic 
Conscience of the Industry editorials on this 
subject. I am sure the manufacturers who 
supply air conditioning equipment to restau- 
rants could do more than any other single 
group to educate the restaurant owners. 


“Until they are so educated many of 
them will continue to damage not only their 
own business but the entire air conditioning 
industry by maintaining indoor temperatures 


which repel rather than attract comfort- 
conscious guests.” 


Anybody who reads the above polemic 
can supply supporting anecdotes of his own. 
Supercooling in public places may be one 
of the chief stumbling-blocks to the arrival 
of residential air conditioning. 


Field reports indicate that women rarely 
buy air conditioning equipment of any type 
themselves. Men purchase practically all 
the room air conditioners and complete sys- 
tems destined for homes—often over violent 
objections of their spouses. 


Menfolk accept air conditioning as a need. 
After spending seven-or-so hours a day, 
steadily, in air conditioned offices and fac- 
tories, they’re ready for it in their autos 
and homes. 


Scantily-clad housewives, in contrast, 
pop out of summer’s heat into a frigid 
supermarket, store, or restaurant—where 
suddenly and unpleasantly they are chilled 
for 20 to 60 minutes—and then plop back 
into summer’s blaze again. 


No wonder they resist air conditioning 
per se, and blame it for many personal ills 
ranging from chilblains to arthritis and the 
common cold. 


This irrationality equates with attribut- 
ing tornadoes and thunderstorms to atom 
bomb tests—but just try to argue with 
emotional folk about either theorem! 


Just how the air conditioning industry 
can police its commercial users—who seem 
to delight in frosting the tentacles of their 
customers—is a problem for which nobody 
has a pat or practical answer. 


Somehow, though, it needs to be done—or 
the residential market may never get off 
the ground. 


Women neither buy nor sell air condition- 
ing. Perhaps that’s one clue. 


Female sales personnel, and how-to-use-it 
“home economics” demonstrators (as utili- 
tized so successfully by public utilities in 
department stores, etc.) might help dispel 
myths about the “unhealthiness” of air 
conditioning.

DETROIT—A new electronic 
modulation system for gas-fired 
duct heaters used in make-up 
air systems has been announced 
by Maxitrol Co. here. 

The system is claimed to eli- 
minate many of the problems of 
make-up air introduction into 
public halls, theaters, restau- 
rants, etc. 

“Generally, make-up air is in- 
troduced at about two degrees 
below the comfort setting,” the 
company stated. “A major prob- 
lem with make-up air installa- 
tions has been the inflexibility 
of fixed input heaters. There is 
a tendency of overheat in mild 
weather. 

“Attempts have been made 
to meet this problem by cutting 
in and out a series of separate 
burners or by _ complicated 
baffling. Modulation, where used, 
has employed the mechanical 
bulb and bellows element. A 
need has existed for a truly 
sensitive modulating system, 
with instantaneous response 
and remote control. 


“The new Maxitrol control is | 


a modification of the ‘Selectra’ 
electronic modulation system 
introduced last year for domes- 
tic gas furnaces. It converts the 
conventional furnace into a 
variable input burner so that 
varying outdoor-indoor tem- 
perature differentials are met 
by a continuous flow of varying 
temperature air. 

“The Maxitrol make-up air 
modulation control features a 
small probe which is inserted in 
the warm air duct between the 
heat exchanger and the dis- 
charge head. The temperature- 
setting control, called a Selec- 
trastat, may be located at any 
remote spot up to. several 
hundred feet from the heater. 


“Contained in the probe is a 
tiny thermistor which can sense 
\o° temperature variations. 

“Signals from the probe 
thermistor are electronically 
amplified to energize a solenoid 
coil in the power head of the 
modulating valve. 

“Valve action causes pressure 
changes which alter the gas 
burner input and thus change 
the combustion rate to hold the 
duct temperature’ constant. 
Modulation is infinitely variable 
from full fire to one third fire. 
Capacity rating is 310,000 
B.t.u.h. 

“The probe, 14 in. diameter 
by 9% in. long, terminates in a 
small junction box. Mounting is 
accomplished by drilling a hole 
to insert the probe in the duct, 
and by attaching the junction 
box with three sheet metal 
screws.”

Changes In Standard Potentiometer Adapt 
It to Requirements of Contract Manufacturer

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. — 
Probably no instrument is more 
essential in an air conditioning 
or refrigeration testing labora- 
tory than a recording poten- | 
tiometer, and perhaps one of —@ 
the most widely used models is 
the Brown instrument produced 
by Honeywell. 

Its purpose is to make accu- 
rate temperature readings 
simultaneously (within a mat- 
ter of seconds, that is) at as 
many as 12 different points by 
means of thermocouples and 
then print the readings on a 
chart. This gives an indisput- 
able record of the performance 
of a piece of equipment such as 
an air conditioner. 


Methods of Using 
Potentiometer 
Can Be Improved 


As fine as this instrument is 
generally acknowledged to be, 
methods of using it can be im- 
proved upon, according to J. 
“Hans” White, whose Sealed 
Units, -Inc. here has long been 
engaged in contract manufac- 
turing, design and consultant 
work, and in-warranty servic- 
ing for manufacturers, includ- 
ing conversion of standard air

What White considers im- 
provements in the potentiom- 
eter are concerned with (1) 
number of points at which 
temperature is read, and (2) 
timing of the readings. 
Standard type potentiometer 
used by White is the “12-point” 
model covering the temperature 
range from -50° to 300° F. 


Unwanted Readings 


Although readings at 12 
points are needed for some 
tests, more often than not read- 
ings are required at fewer 
places, frequently just six, ac- 
cording to White. But the read- 
ings that aren’t needed ordi- 
narily still appear on the chart 
and simply make for confusion.

to White’s. satisfaction by 
means of a special junction box 
he devised and had built. 

Leads run between the po- 
tentiometer and the junction 
box, and the thermocouple con- 
nections are simply plugged 
into the junction box as needed. 

When only six thermocouples 
are required (which happens 
frequently), only six are 
plugged into the junction box, 
but this has been so wired that 
two readings are made for each 
point. 

Thus, the potentiometer goes 
through its cycle of recording 
the temperatures at points 1 
through 6, but as it continues, 
point 7 records the reading at 
point 1, point 8 at point 2, and 
so on. 

If readings are required at 
more than six points but less 
than 12, all the thermocouple 
leads are plugged into the junc- 
tion box. Those thermocouples 
not being used, however, are 
then placed in a thermostatical- 
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ly controlled electric coffee pot 
filled with water which is heat- 
ed to 180° F., say, or at least 
well above the range of tem- 
peratures involved in the unit 
under test. 

The useless temperature read- 
ings of the thermocouples in 
the coffee pot are far to the 
right of the pertinent readings 
on the chart, and they there- 
fore do not interfere with read- 
ing of the chart. Had they 
simply been recording the room 
temperature, these readings 
would have been mixed in with 
the desired information. 

“We usually have to supply 
copies of our test charts to the 
manufacturers with whom we 
work,” explains White, “and 
this way we can send them a 
chart that’s easy to read.” 


Timer Controls Operation 


As for the timing of the read- 
ings, White points out that the 
potentiometer normally runs

“This pretty much requires a 
man to watch it closely, if only 
to make sure the chart paper 
doesn’t run off the roll,” he 
says. 

To solve this problem White 
controls the operation of the 
potentiometer with a “Flexo- 
pulse” timer made by Eagle 
Signal Corp. This is an extreme- 
ly accurate timer that can be 
set to the second to control not 


. only the frequency of taking 


readings but the length of “on” 
time of the potentiometer. 

During the day White usual- 
ly has the timer set to operate 
the potentiometer at intervals 
of 15 or 30 minutes. If a unit is 
tested overnight, the night-time 
setting is changed to provide 
readings every hour. 

“On” time is adjusted to 
correspond with the time re- 
quired for the potentiometer to 
run through its cycle of 12 
readings. This requires approxi- 
mately 65 seconds for the speed 
of this particular potentiometer. 

Incidentally, in conducting 
tests on equipment White gen- 
erally also uses a _ recording 
G-E ammeter which shows not 
only the running time but the 


amperage draw on both the 
start and run. 
“This instrument, also, has 


been altered slightly by White 
to meet his purposes. Although 
designed for a maximum of 5 
amp., its range has been in- 
creased to 25 amp. by the addi- 
tion of a resistor coil to the 
circuit, so that the instrument 
can be used for systems up to 
3 hp. in size. 

A second such recording am- 
meter has been wired with a 
resistor coil to increase its 
range to 50 amps.

The recent furor over a pro- 
posed frozen food handling code 
has focused much attention on 


the handling of food and the 


performance of _ refrigerated 
storage and display fixtures. The 
accepted premise behind all low 
temperature handling of food is 
that microorganisms are inhibit- 
ed and food spoilage is thus 
retarded. 

From England, however, comes 
a report that a certain range of 
bacteria known as psychrophils 
(from the Greek psychros—cold, 
and philein—to love) which 
grow profusely at conventional 


Bacteria at Low Temperatures 


Indole has an offensive smell 
with a low threshold of stimula- 
tion, making it very easily pre- 
ceptible.” 

Experiments to control the 
growth of psychrophils in do- 
mestic refrigerators with anti- 
biotics have not been successful. 
After a short time, antibiotic- 
resistant strains had developed 
making further doping with 
antibiotics ineffective. 

Psychrophils, like other bac- 
teria, are affected by ultraviolet 
light, and ozone. Ultraviolet 
radiation can safely be used in 
food storage, and in most cases 


is the only bactericide required. 
Ozone is probably not desirable, 
since it will oxidize fats and may 
cause off-flavors in meat, fat, 


butter, and milk. Vegetable 
matter seems not to be affected.

storage temperatures. According 
to the British report, “the widely 
held assumption that these cold 
loving bacteria are not detri- 
mental to the cold storage of 
foodstuffs has received a severe 
blow by the discovery that they 
are much more common than 
was anticipated.” 

Psychrophilic bacteria have 
been found in the intestines of 
salt and fresh water fish, in 
chilled or frozen meat, in raw or 
pasteurized milk, in cream, 
butter, tap water, ditch water, 
garden soil, fresh or frozen 
vegetables, flour, and in the air. 

The microorganisms are re- 
sponsible for food spoilage below 
50° F. Domestic refrigerators 
which operate between 37° and 
41° actually are at the level that 
> bacterial activity develops quick- 
ly, according to some tests. 

Thus, a study of one type of 
psychrophil, pseudomonas fluo- 
rescens, shows the varying cell 
count at several temperatures. 
Temp. OF: Ah? 4a 
Cell Count 995 1,850 1,590 1,200 

“Strains of pseudomonas can 
play havoc in dairies as these 
bacteria are responsible for 
causing unacceptable off-odors, 
flavors, and pigments in butter 
and cheese, although they rarely 
affect milk and cream if the 
temperature is kept low,” states 
the English study. 

Chromogenic bacteria (bac- 
teria which cause discoloration 
by producing pigments) pre- 
dominately appear on chilled 
poultry during the early stages 
of low temperature storage. 
Pseudomonas _ strains__ prefer 
frozen pork and lamb and chilled 
poultry, but micrococci are re- 
sponsible for the spoilage of 
chilled beef. 

“The crux of the matter is 
that these organisms flourish 
most vigorously between 37°- 
41°, so that food transferred 
from a deep freeze to a domes- 
tic refrigerator is an _ ideal 
growth medium for cold-loving 
bacteria. Psychrophils produce 
indole and decompose protein.

(Continued from Page 1, Col. 4) 
storing blood for only three or 
four weeks. 

It also would lead to these 
advances in providing blood for 
transfusions, according to AMA. 

Reduce waste due to spoilage 
of unused blood. 

Assure adequate supplies of 
rare types of blood without re- 
sorting to emergency appeals, 
and allow persons with rare 
types to bank their own blood 
for future use. 

Alleviate the shortage of 
blood for operations requiring 
large amounts, such as open- 
heart surgery. 

Enable the mass stockpiling 
of blood that would be needed 
in the event of a nuclear at- 
tack, although this must await 
sufficient facilities to simultane- 
ously process many units. 


Blood Research 
Began In 1956 


The blood research program 
was begun at the Chelsea hos- 
pital in 1956 under the joint 
supervision of the Department 
of the Navy and the Protein 
Foundation, Boston. 

By March 1959, the research 
project had become a practical 
reality, with the frozen-process- 
ed blood being used as the 
standard blood for transfusions 
at the hospital. 


Glycerol Seen as 
Key to Experiment 


The experiment was based on 
the theory that glycerol, an al- 
cohol, could prevent the damag- 
ing formation of ice crystals in 
red blood cells during freezing 
and thawing. 

The Cohn fractionator, a ma- 
chine developed in 1951 to sepa- 
rate blood into its component 
parts, was used to add the gly- 
cerol to the blood cells and to 
remove it after frozen storage. 

The glycerolized blood cells 
were stored in three lockers, 
two at -80° C. and one at -120° 
C. After storage, the cells were 
reprocessed into reconstituted 
whole blood or other liquid form 
for transfusions and placed 
under ordinary refrigeration. 

“The equipment and _ tech- 
niques developed for this pro- 
cess have been found to func- 
tion as satisfactorily at a clini- 


cal level as they had under re- 
search conditions,” according to 
Capt. Lewis L. Haynes, MC, 
U.S.N., and fellow researchers. 

“Of the 1,014 units used in 
transfusions, 446 units had been 
stored 3 months or less; 414 
units had been stored from 3 to 
6 months, and 154 units had 
been stored from 6 months to 
44 months. No relation was ob- 
served between the time of 
storage and clinical effective- 
ness. 


Blood Cells Normal 
After 44 Months 


“It would appear from these 
studies and others in progress 
that these blood cells kept in a 
frozen .. . state for as long as 
44 months have almost normal 
behavior and survival.” 

Use of the deep-freeze blood 
was marked by an “exception- 
ally low” rate of unpleasant re- 
actions among recipients, the 
authors reported. The over-all 
incidence of reactions was “10 
times less” than the general re- 
action rate for conventionally 
processed whole blood. 

Furthermore, there was some 
evidence of a reduction in the 
incidence among recipients of 
hepatitis, a liver disease which 
can be transferred from a donor 
via transfused blood. 

The authors speculated that 
the separation of the red blood 
cells or the addition of glycerol 
had “washed out” or “inacti- 
vated” hepatitis viruses since 
the disease was known to be 
present in the donor population. 
But they stressed the evidence 
was inconclusive and the matter 
required further study. 


Blood Can Be 
Tailored to Needs 


Another distinct advantage 
of the freezing process is that 
the breakdown of the blood into 
components made it possible to 
tailor the content of the blood 
to the needs of the recipient. 

For example, blood from 
which the clotting elements 
have been removed has been 
found to be suitable for trans- 
fusions in vascular surgery. 

The cost of processing was 
estimated at $14.10 to $16.40 
per pint, which could be re- 
duced by production techniques.

(Continued from Page 1, Col. 5) 
naire asked the subcontractor to 
list the name of the builder, 
amount owed, specific job for 
which money is owed, the name 
of mortgage company. 

Among the claims are those 
from nine heating contractors 
whose unpaid bills aggregate 
more than $42,000. Individual 
claims range from $130 to 
$19,000. 

Builders owe heating contrac- 
tors less money than any other 
group we represent,” Fritz com- 
mented. “I don’t know why par- 
ticularly.” 

Fritz said that his firm has a 
list of 96 building companies 
who currently owe subcontrac- 
tors money long overdue. These 
“collapsible” corporations in- 
volve only 35 to 40 individuals, 
however. 

Subcontractor losses may well 
run over $1 million a year, he 
indicated. 


Fritz pointed out that this 
situation, which is _ nothing 


new, injures not only the sub-, 
contractor, but legitimate build-; 


ers and the home buyer as well. 

Legitimate builders are hurt 
because they can’t compete with 
the unscrupulous. The home- 
owner is hurt because the un- 
paid subcontractor is not in- 


clined to compound his loss by 


correcting complaints. 
It is difficult for subcontrac- 


tors to collect, Fritz indicated, | 
because many builders insist on | 
waivers of lien from subcontrac- | 
tors as a condition of employ- | 


ment. 

Irresponsible builders dodge 
their responsibility by putting 
their firms through bankruptcy. 
Then they resume business as 
a new corporation or go to work 
for another builder under the 
guise of foreman or superin- 
tendent while actually having 
money in the firm.

the indoor thermostat. When 
the temperature changes appre- 
ciably outside, the thermostat 
receives advanced warning and 
regulates the operation of the 
heat pump accordingly, thus 
anticipating the change indoors.

right attempt to raid our juris- 
diction,”’ he declared. 

Babcock commented that “the 
pipe fitter maintains that re- 
frigerant piping is his work and 
the sheet metal workers make 
the claim that they have done 
over 80% of all residential air 
conditioning over the past 10 
years and therefore it should be 
their work.” 

Traner indicated that the 
proposed ordinance, which has 
been under consideration for 
several months, was introduced 
by Sheet Metal Workers Local 
Union No. 2 and the Sheet 
Metal Contractors Association. 


Ordinance says that a per- 
mit can only be issued to a 
warm air heating contractor for 
the installation of a residential 
air conditioning unit up to 7% 
tons when installed as a com- 
ponent part of a warm air heat- 
ing system. 

The permit authorizes gas 
piping from the nearest cutoff 
valve to burner, refrigerant 
piping from compressor unit to 
cooling unit, and water piping 
on water-cooled air conditioning 
units to nearest cutoff valve on 
potable water supply. 


Traner commented that he 
had no idea how the code juris- 
dictional battle would turn out. 
But, he said, “Councilman 
Harry Davis, chairman of the 
committee on building codes, 
has made the statement that 
the city council would not at- 
tempt to write jurisdiction into 
the code.”

(Continued from Page 1, Col. 2) 
supplies wholesaler establish- 
ments. 

3. No direct deliveries to the 
ultimate user of parts and sup- 
plies. 

4. The establishment of a 
scale of prices to industrial 
purchasers that would put them 
at some level higher than prices 
to the installation and service 
contractor. 

5. A policy of selling only 
to those industrial purchasers 
who have qualified personnel to 
maintain their refrigeration and 
air conditioning systems. 

Representing the Air Condi- 
tioning & Refrigeration Trades 
Association of Louisiana in the 
matter was Ralph Tebbe, while 
Philip J. Thompson represented 
the Master Refrigeration & Air 
Conditioning Association, and 
the Louisiana Refrigeration & 


Air Conditioning Contractors, 
Inc. Referring to the matter 
which had brought about the 
picket line, Thompson de- 
clared: 

“We weren't objecting just 
because of the difference in 
price. There’s a definite safety 
involved, as the refrigerant in 
question can build up pressures 
that would be extremely danger- 
ous if used by someone who 
doesn’t know how to handle it 
correctly. 

The supplies wholesaler rep- 
resentatives said that they 
were in general accord with the 
five-point sales policies sought 
by the contractors, but that 
certain problems presented 
themselves on carrying out the 
policies. 

With respect to No. 3 (direct 
delivery to customers) the 
wholesalers pointed out that 


contractors sent their  cus- 
tomers to wholesaler establish- 
ments to pick up supplies, or 
ask for direct delivery to cus- 
tomers. 

On the establishment of a 
price schedule to _ industrial 
users, the wholesalers said that 
they would like to check with 
precedents’ established  else- 
where on this point. 

On Point No. 5, sales to be 
made to only those industrial 
users with maintenance men 
qualified to do air conditioning 
and refrigeration work, it was 
agreed that the objective was 
valid, but that a problem arose 
in determining who could be 
considered ‘“qualified’’ person- 
nel. 

Thompson said that he felt 
that much had been accom- 
plished by the meeting, that 


both sides had parted on the 
“friendliest of terms’ and that
